PARTIES

2. C_omplainént brings this Accusation solely in her official capaqity as the Interim

Executive Officer of the Board of Registered Nursing, Department of Consumer Affairs.
~ 3. Onorabout Tuly 13, 2001, the Board of Registered Nursing issuéd Registered Nurse

License Number 583438 to Mark Richard Brown (Respondent). The Registered Nurse License
was in full force and effect at all times relevant to the charges brought herein and will expire on
September 30, 2010, unless renewed.
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STATUTORY PROVISIONS

4. Business and Professions Code (“Code™) section 2750 provides, in pertinent part, that
the Board may discipline any lcensee, including a licensee holding a temporary or an inactive
license, for any reason provided in Article 3 (commencing with section 2750) of the Nursing
Practice Act.

5. Code section 2761(5) states, in pertinent part, that the Board may take disciplinary
action against a certified or licensed nurse or deny an application for a certificate or license for
unprofessional”conduct.

6. Code section 2764 provides, in pertinent part, that the lapsing of license shall not
deptive the Board of jurisdiction to proceed with a disciplinary proceeding against the licensee or
to render a decision imposing discipline on the license.

7. Code section 118, subdivision (b), provides, in pertinent part, that the expiration of é
license shall not deprive the Board of jurisdiction to proceed with a disciplinary action during the
period within which the license may be renewed, réstored, reissued or reinstated.

COST RECOVERY

8. Codesection 125.3 provides, in pertinent part, that the Board may request the
administrative law judge to direct a licentiate found to have committed a violation or violations of
the licensing.act to pay a sum not to exceed the reasonable costs of the investigation and
enforcefnent of the case.

- BACKGROUND INFORMATION

9. Onor about January 30, 2008, Respondent was employed as a registered nurse at
Saint Agnes Medical Center, located in Fresno, California. On this particular day, Respondent
was serving as a temporary Charge Nurse. While on duty as the Charge Nurse, fellow co-worker
Eric Colombini (Colombini), who was off duty, came into the emergency room with a wound to
one of his hands that required suturing. Respondent assisted in preparing for the suturing
procedure by helping another registered nurse, David Nicholas, irrigate the wound and obtain the
Lidocaine. Respondent then left the treatment room. A short time later, Respondent became

aware that David Nicholas sutured Colombini’s wound, a procedure that is outside the scope of a
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registered murse. Respondent, as the acting Charge Nurse, failed to report the incident to his
Supervisor,

FIRST CAUSE FOR DISCIPLINE

(Unprofessional Conduct)

10. Respondent is subject to diécipline under Code section 2761(a), on the grounds of
unprofessional conduct, in that on or about January 30, 200_8,- while a licensed registered nurse
and as an acting ‘Charge Nurse at Saint Agnes Medical Center, located in Fresno, California,
Respondent demonstrated unprofessional conduct, in the following respects:

a. Respondent allowed Colombini to be treated outside the Emergency Department’s
accounting system by failing to have him register as a patient. |

b. Respondent failed to report the incident to his Supervisor.

PRAYER

WHEREFORE, Complainant requests that a hearing be held on the matters herein alleged,
and that following the hearing, the Board of Registered Nursing issue a decision:

L. | Revoking or suspending Registered Nurse License Number 583438, issued to Mark
Richard Brown; .

2. Ordering Mark Richard Brown to pay the Board of Registered Nursing the
rcas\pnable costs of the investigation and enforcement of this case, pursuant to Business and
Professions Code section 125.3; and,

3. Taking such other and further action as deemed necessary and proper.
